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The  bust  of  Gifford  Pinchot  presented  to  NAL  by  the  Pinchot  Institute,  and  the  sculptor, 
Rudolph  Wendelin. 

Pinchot  Bust  Accepted  by 
National  Agricultural  Library 

Gifford  Pinchot  (1865-1946),  the  first  chief  of  the  U.S.  Forest  Service,  and 
one  of  the  foremost  conservationists  of  this  century,  was  honored  April  19 
when  the  Pinchot  Institute  for  Conservation  presented  a life-size  bust  of  the 
forestry  leader  to  the  National  Agricultural  Library. 

The  handsome  bronze  bust  was  sculpted  and  cast  by  Rudolph  Wendelin, 
who  among  other  acclaim  was  the  artist  for  Forest  Service  posters  and 
promotions  featuring  Smokey  Bear. 

In  presenting  the  bust  to  NAL,  Dr.  William  Klein,  President  of  the  Pinchot 
Institute,  called  NAL  “a  national  treasure  that  not  only  chronicles  the  past  of 
natural  resources  management,  but  also  gives  us  the  tools  to  see  beyond  the 
horizon  into  the  future  of  conservation.” 

NAL’s  Carol  Ditzler,  representing  the  Director,  Joseph  H.  Howard, 
thanked  the  Institute  and  stated  that  the  Library  was  honored  to  house  the 
bust  of  “the  pioneer  in  the  science  of  land  stewardship.” 

During  Pinchot’s  administration  of  the  Forest  Service  from  1896  to  1910, 
the  national  forests  increased  from  51  million  acres  to  175  million  acres.

Pinchot  is  credited  with  being  the  first 
natural-born  American  to  receive  formal 
instruction  in  forestry,  studying  at  the  Na- 
tional School  of  Waters  and  Forests  in 
Nancy,  France,  in  1889-90.  He  was  in- 
strumental in  the  enactment  of  the  Forest 
Reserve  Act  of  1897  that  provided  for  the 
designation  and  protection  of  national 
forests. 

Pinchot  founded  the  School  of  Forestry 
at  Yale  University  in  1900  and  also  was  a 
founding  member  of  the  Society  of 
American  Foresters. 

After  leaving  the  Forest  Service,  Pinchot 
served  various  conservation  assignments  in 
the  state  government  of  Pennsylvania  and 
was  elected  Governor  of  Pennsylvania  for 
four-year  terms  in  1923  and  1931. 

The  Pinchot  bust  will  be  displayed,  along 
with  historic  photographs  of  Pinchot,  in  the 
Special  Collections  Reading  Room  of  NAL 
located  on  the  14th  floor  of  the  Library.

den  and  the  Library  could  share  information  that  would  be 
mutually  beneficial.  David  Fairchild,  after  whom  the  Gar- 
den is  named,  was  one  of  the  pioneers  in  bringing  new  plant 
varieties  to  the  United  States  from  abroad.  Much  of  his 
innovative  work  is  carefully  documented  at  the  Garden.  Dr. 
Klein  offered  to  share  the  data  with  NAL. 

Alan  Fusonie  said  he  hoped  that  there  would  be  many 
occasions  in  which  the  Institute  and  the  Library  could  work 
together.  He  indicated  that  it  would  be  possible  for  NAL  to 
videotape  some  of  the  workshops  and  seminars  that  the 
Institute  holds  from  time  to  time. 

At  a meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Pinchot 
Institute  on  the  following  day  at  Forest  Service  head- 
quarters, Dr.  Fusonie  was  unanimously  elected  as  a member 
of  the  Board.  As  a historian,  Dr.  Fusonie  said  he  hoped  that 
he  could  be  active  in  recreating  the  image  of  Gifford  Pinchot 
in  many  ways,  and  thereby  contributing  to  natural  resources 
conservation. 

The  Pinchot  Institute  for  Conservation  is  a nonprofit 
organization  that  has  a national  and  international  focus  on 
the  issues  involved  in  the  wise  use  and  management  of 
natural  resources. 

Working  with  leaders  in  many  fields,  the  Institute  at- 
tempts to  identify  and  seek  innovative  solutions  to  emerging 
natural  resource  policy  issues.  Through  conferences  and 
seminars  it  tries  to  increase  public  awareness  about  natural 
resource  conservation.  Through  its  newsletter,  The  Conser- 
vation Legacy,  and  through  its  partnership  with  the  Forest 


The  National  Agricultural  Library  was  the 
recipient  April  19  of  a life-sized  bronze  bust  of 
Gifford  Pinchot,  one  of  America’s  best  known  natural 
resource  conservation  leaders  and  the  first  chief  of  the  U.S. 
Forest  Service.  Presenting  the  bust  was  Dr.  William  Klein, 
President  of  the  Pinchot  Institute  for  Conservation.  Accept- 
ing the  bust  for  the  Library,  on  behalf  of  NAL  Director 
Joseph  H.  Howard,  was  Carol  Ditzler,  Head  of  the  Docu- 
ment Delivery  Services  Branch.  The  bust  was  designed  by 
Rudy  Wendelin,  the  artist  who  was  the  creator  of  Smokey 
Bear. 

The  presentation  was  made  following  a demonstration  by 
Alan  Fusonie,  Head  of  Special  Collections,  and  Ron  Young, 
Audio-Visual  Information  Specialist,  of  the  laser  discs  NAL 
is  using  to  store  graphics  data.  Thousands  of  images  from 
the  Forest  Service  and  related  to  Gifford  Pinchot  are  stored 
on  the  laser  disks.  In  addition,  Jayne  MacLean,  Coordinator 
of  the  Alternative  Farming  Systems  Information  Center, 
gave  an  overview  of  the  roll  of  information  centers  at  NAL. 
Nearly  50  guests  from  the  Institute’s  Board  of  Directors  and 
the  Forest  Service  were  on  hand  for  the  demonstration  and 
the  unveiling  of  the  bust.  A short  reception  followed  in  the 
Special  Collections  Reading  Room. 

In  making  the  presentation,  Dr.  Klein  called  the  Library 
a national  treasure  that  permitted  people  to  look  backward 
“at  where  we  have  been,  but  to  look  forward  as  well,  with  a 
clearer  vision  of  where  we  ought  to  head  in  the  future.”  He

Service  staff  at  Grey  Towers,  the  restored  Pinchot 
family  home  in  Milford,  Pennsylvania,  the  In- 
stitute attempts  to  interpret  land  use  and  conser- 
vation in  America,  and  interpret  the  Pinchot 
family  in  the  context  of  these  themes. 

The  Institute  is  governed  by  a respected  Board 
of  Directors,  and  receives  support  from  member- 
ships and  other  public  and  private  sources.  Grey 
Towers  and  the  Institute  jointly  operate  Grey 
Towers  Press,  whose  publications  are  used  to  get 
out  the  conservation  message.  The  Institute  also 
operates  the  101  Club,  which  provides  scholar- 
ships in  advanced  natural  resource  studies  to 
Forest  Service  employees,  retirees,  and  their 
families. 


Rudolph  Wendelin 

The  bust  of  Gifford  Pinchot  given  to  the  National  Agricul- 
tural Library  by  the  Pinchot  Institute  for  Conservation  was 
sculpted  in  1987  and  cast  in  bronze  by  noted  artist  Rudolph 
Wendelin.  For  40  years  from  1933  until  his  retirement  in 
1973,  Wendelin  had  been  an  illustrator  for  the  Forest  Ser- 
vice. It  was  during  a tour  of  duty  with  the  Navy  from  1942  to 
1945  that  he  worked  with  the  Forest  Service,  State  Foresters, 
and  the  National  Media  Program  Advertizing  Council  to 
create  the  first  Smokey  Bear  materials  in  1944. 

“Originally  Smokey  was  a wild  bear,”  Wendelin  said, 
“created  by  Staehle  in  the  Saturday  Evening  Post.  I prepared 
the  material  for  the  humanized  version  of  Smokey.  Every 
year  I did  new  art  work.”  The  art  work  was  used  for  adver- 
tizing and  all  aspects  of  the  Smokey  Program.  In  1950  the 
program  began  receiving  royalties  from  business  for  use  of 
Smokey.  Wendelin  coordinated  product  design:  books, 
clothing,  toys,  etc. 

Wendelin  has  also  been  the  artist  for  five  U.  S.  com- 
memorative postage  stamps:  1958  — Forest  Conservation; 
1960  — Range  Conservation;  1964  — John  Muir;  1969  — John 


Wesley  Powell;  and  1984— Smokey  Bear. 

Among  his  many  notable  works  of  art  is  a mural  on  the 
agricultural  history  of  western  Kansas  in  the  Rawlins  County 
Historical  Museum  in  Atwood,  Kansas.  He  has  done  a 
number  of  series  of  watercolors,  including  National  Forest 
scenes  in  Montana,  Colorado,  and  Wyoming;  pack  trip 
scenes  in  the  Sangre  de  Christo  Mountains;  scenes  of  the 
Ozark  Mountains  in  Missouri;  and  scenes  at  Grey  Towers, 
Pinchot’s  home  in  Milford,  Pennsylvania.  In  the  spring  of 
1991,  he  was  painting  a set  of  watercolors  of  scenes  from  the 
Boundary  Waters  Area  of  upper  Minnesota  and  Lake  Supe- 
rior. He  has  also  had  commissions  for  art  works  for  calen- 
dars and  other  media. 

Wendelin  grew  up  in  Ludell  in  northwest  Kansas  and 
studied  architecture  at  the  University  of  Kansas,  1929-33. 
He  began  his  work  with  the  Forest  Service  as  a draftsman  in 
Milwaukee  doing  exhibits  for  three  years.  He  continued  as 
a draftsman  with  the  Civilian  Conservation  Corps  and  trans- 
ferred to  the  main  Forest  Service  office  in  1937.  There  he 
did  a variety  of  art  work  for  publications,  exhibits,  posters, 
charts,  etc.  During  his  government  service,  Wendelin 
received  2 Superior  Service  Awards,  Gold  and  Silver 
Smokey  Awards,  and  many  others.  Wendelin  resides  in 
Arlington,  Virginia.

The  AWIC  public  relations  program  was  also  included  in 
the  ALA  publication  “Solutions  to  Your  Public  Relations 
Challenges,”  published  to  give  librarians  nationwide  ideas 
on  meeting  common  library  public  relations  challenges. 


On  July  1, 1991,  NAL’s  Animal  Welfare  Infor- 
mation Center  (AWIC)  received  the  prestigious 
John  Cotton  Dana  Award  for  outstanding  promo- 
tional and  marketing  activities  in  1990. 

The  award,  sponsored  jointly  by  the  H.W.  Wil- 
son Company,  Bronx,  NY,  and  the  ALA  Library 
Administration  and  Management  Association 
Public  Relations  Section,  is  presented  annually  to 
libraries  or  library  organizations  for  “ongoing, 
sustained  and  well-rounded”  public  relations 
programs.  Judges  in  the  competition  are  notable 
figures  in  the  fields  of  library  science  and  public 
relations. 

AWIC  was  cited  “For  a multifaceted  public 
relations  program  to  increase  awareness  and  use 
of  the  Animal  Welfare  Center  through  effective 
outreach  activities.” 

In  his  letter  to  AWIC  Coordinator  Jean  Larson 
announcing  the  award,  Charles  E.  Beard,  Chair  of 
the  Awards  Committee  said,  “Over  104  libraries 
and  library  systems  submitted  entries  for  this  pres- 
tigious annual  award,  which  has  been  presented 
continuously  since  1946.  The  award  recognizes 
outstanding  achievement  in  the  promotion  of 
library  services.

The  exhibit,  entitled  “The  Art  of  American  Livestock 
Breeding”  and  sponsored  by  the  American  Minor  Breeds 
Conservancy,  will  be  open  to  the  public,  free-of-charge,  in 
the  NAL  lobby  through  October  31, 1991,  from  8:30  a.m.  to 
4 p.m.,  Monday  through  Friday  (except  holidays).  The  Na- 
tional Agricultural  Library  is  located  at  the  intersection  of 
U.S.  Route  1 and  the  Capitol  Beltway  (I  495)  in  Beltsville. 
The  address  is  10301  Baltimore  Boulevard.  Free  visitor 
parking  is  available. 

The  Library  will  hold  an  opening  ceremony  at  3:15  on 
Friday,  September  13,  in  the  NAL  lobby.  Speakers  will  be 
anounced  later.  Following  the  ceremony  there  will  be  a 
reception  featuring  refreshments  and  live  entertainment 
sponsored  by  the  Associates  of  the  National  Agricultural 
Library,  Inc.,  and  the  Friends  of  Agricultural  Research  — 
Beltsville,  Inc.  Attendance  at  the  ceremony  and  reception 
is  by  invitation. 

Included  in  the  exhibit  are  paintings  of  cattle,  horses, 
sheep,  swine  and  poultry.  Many  of  the  portraits  were  com- 
missioned by  the  owners  of  prize-winning  or  top  performing 
animals.  The  paintings  have  been  loaned  for  the  exhibit  by 
art  collectors  in  the  United  States  and  England. 

“This  exhibit  speaks  to  the  cultural  and  historical  impor- 
tance of  traditional  breeds  of  livestock,”  said  R.  John  Dawes, 


curator  of  the  exhibit.  “Though  we  are  a na- 
tion descended  from  farmers,  few  of  us  can 
identify  a breed  of  livestock.  Knowledge  of 
this  valuable  part  of  our  heritage  is  nearly  lost, 
along  with  the  genetic  diversity  these  breeds 
represent.”  Dawes  also  indicated  the  exhibit 
will  be  of  interest  to  animal  scientists,  farmers, 
historians,  artists,  art  collectors  and  anyone 
who  appreciates  animals. 

Following  its  run  at  NAL,  the  exhibit  will 
be  on  tour  until  August  1992.  Other  venues 
include  Penn  State  University  in  University 
Park,  Pennsylvania;  Michigan  State  Univer- 
sity in  East  Lansing,  Michigan;  Washington 
County  Museum  of  Fine  Arts  in  Hagerstown, 
Maryland;  and  The  Carnegie  Museum  of 
Natural  History  in  Pittsburgh,  Pennsylvania. 

The  American  Minor  Breeds  Conservancy 
is  a non-profit  organization  that  studies, 
promotes  and  conserves  endangered  and  rare 
livestock  breeds.  The  conservancy  states  that 
“in  addition  to  their  historical  and  esthetic 
value,  these  traditional  breeds  represent  a 
treasure  in  the  genetic  diversity  they  repre- 
sent, and  this  resource  must  be  conserved  to 
meet  the  unknown  needs  of  the  future.”

Participating  in  the  meeting  were  the  Chairman,  Sam 
Demas,  Head  of  Collection  Development,  Mann  Library, 
Cornell  University;  Pam  Andre,  Associate  Director  for 
Automation,  National  Agricultural  Library;  Richard  Brad- 
bury, Director,  William  C.  Jason  Library,  Delaware  State 
College;  Bob  Butler,  Coordinator  for  Preservation  and  Ac- 
cess, National  Agricultural  Library;  Peggy  Johnson,  St.  Paul 
Campus  Libraries,  University  of  Minnesota;  Paul  Metz,  As- 
sistant University  Librarian  for  Collection  Development, 
Virginia  Polytechnic  and  State  University;  and  Jan  Kennedy 
Olsen,  Director,  Mann  Library,  Cornell  University.  This 
group  spent  the  day  developing  plans  for  the  preconference 
program,  to  take  place  Saturday  and  Sunday  October  12-13. 

The  purpose  of  the  program  is  to  ex- 
plore the  possibility  of  a national  plan  for 
preserving  agricultural  literature.  The 
group  worked  out  publicity  methods,  pro- 
gram content,  scheduling  of  speakers  and 
discussions,  and  evening  entertainment. 
Topics  addressed  will  include  Mann 
Library’s  Core  Literature  of  Agriculture 
project,  national  preservation  plan  models, 
preservation  technology,  organization  and 
implementation  of  a national  plan,  bibliog- 
raphic control,  and  funding.  The  results  of 
this  working  meeting  will  be  presented  to 
the  USAIN  membership  at  the  annual 
meeting.
